WHEAT 


WASHINGTON, U. C., July 25.—Indi- 


cations are that the Iwo dreaded for- 
eign foes of wheat, flag smut and take- 
all, will not become widespread In tho 
United States. The United States de- 
partment of agriculture announces that 
the two slates where those diseases 
appeared, Indiana and Illinois, 
have 


taken steps that 
will 
prevent 
tho 


spread of (he disease from the Infect- 
ed fields and that should wluc out in 
a few years the infeciion in fields 
where it exists. 


Indiana officials came to the recent 


bearing fn Washington with adequate 
safeguards 
already 
placed. 
Shortly 


after the hearing, Illinois 
established 


similar safeguards. 
All the, infected 


wheat In both states 'Is under control 
and will be disinfected before any use 
whatever Is made of it. All straw and 
stubble are to be burned, 
thrashing 


machines are to be thoroughly disin- 
fected, and no wheat Is to be grown 
In Infected areas for several years. 
But Fight I« A'ot Over 


Under these conditions 
full 
confi- 


dence Is felt that neither of the dis- 
eases will spread from the 
diseased 


areas in Illinois and 
Indiana. That 


docs not mean, however, that the fight^ 
against flag smut atid take-all is over. 
It is possible that one or both of th» 
diseases exist this year in places where 
they have not been recognized. There 
Is, however, no great probability that 
this Is true. The department of agri- 
culture and its co-operating agencies 
have been diligently on the lookout 
for these two diseases all summer and 
have found no evidences of them ex- 
cept in the two areas. 
Both flag srnu'. 


and take-all occur in Ilinois and only 
take-all ln Indiana.- The experts, how- 
ever, realize the possibility that some 
infested spots may have escaped ob- 
servation, and it would not he surpris- 
ing if diseased fields are found else- 
where next spring. 


In the meantime, there will be no 


let-up In the work of preventing either 
of the diseases from getting a rea 
foothold 
anywhere 
in 
the 
L'nilec 


States. 
The federal department Is 


working with the authorities of Illlnol- 
and Indiana, giving them every possi- 
ble aid. Its pathologists are energeti- 
cally studying the diseases, and 
its 


representatives are searching the conn 
try over to make certain whether or 
not there are other infested areas anx 
to see that effective measures of con 
trol are available if any such areas 
are discovered. 


S<n*e Action Preventn <lunrnntine 


The co-operation of state authoritle: 


Is essential in order to prevent hard 
ship if further infestations should be 
discovered. Only the prompt action o 
Indiana and 
Illinois prevented the 


placing of a quarantine against all the 


wheat In those statea, a measure which 
vould have meant hardship, not only 
o all tho wheat growers In the twg 
states, but to dealers, millers, and con- 
iumcrs. Even prompter slate action 
vlll be desirable if either of the dis- 
eases Is found later to exist In any 
other state. 


Neither of these diseases Is likely to 


find its way into the country again 
rom out-side sources. The department 
of agriculture has established quaran- 
.Ine regulations against all the rest of 
the world In which either of the dis- 
eases exists. 
No small grain 
can 


come in for any purpose unless It has 
jeen thoroughly sterilized with steam 
heat. It is the purpose of tho depart- 
say its officials,'to make the clean-up 
of these plant plagues as thorough and 
as prompt as it did the foot-and-mouth 
disease of animals a few years ago.

o ascertain whether the price charged 
for the necessity is warranted." 


It was^ stated thai the surest way 


of finding out that the, retail jirices 
are higher than they ought to ho is 
to mako n. comparison with previous 
charges. 
If any unusual advance is 


to be found In any particular article 
the housewife is then In a position 
to press her case with a solid founda- 
tion for her charges. 


The intent 
of 
the 
measure is to 


bring up with a round tnrn, not the 
Individual grocer or ofeher dealer, but 
combinations of dealers. It is through 
the excessive prices called for by the 
individual retailer, brought about by 
the combination, that action can first 
be started. 
The neu* law is as fol- 


lows: 


Maintaining or increasing unreason- 


ably the price of any necessary of life 
is hereby declared to be a crime, \Vho- 
ever. In combination or 
association 


with another or others, enters into 
any .agreement or understanding 
to 


maintain or Increase or cause to be 
maintained or increased unreasonably 
the price of any necessary of life shall 
be deemed guilty of conspiracy and 
upon conviction shall be punished hy 
imprisonment in the house of correc- 
tion for a term of not more than two 
years, or by a fine of not more than 
one thousand dollars, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment-

The Aland islands form an archipelago of 80 inhabited islands and 


a vast number of rocks and islets. The population is about 12,000. The

Sweden, in a note to Finland, insisted that the future of the islands

tors. 


The letters euggest six "Interpreta- 


tions" covering tiie right of withdraw- 
al, limiting the representation of do- 
minions .ind colonies, 
asserting 
the 


• prerogative of congress to declare war 


under article ten, confining 
national 


control over domestic issues, 
defining 


tho Monroe Doctrine, and reserving the 


right to t«i'mlriaU obligations undtr 
article ttn *t th« tnfl ot t«n years. 
Mr. T«f<'» Letter*' 


Mr. Taft wrot« that thoee interpre- 


tations would not weakin the league 
covenant, but would, he believed, as- 
sure ratification. 
He suggested that 


he should not appear publicly at this 
tlm» as their sponsor because It might 
bias some republicans against them. 


The letters, both dated Polnte-a-Pi», 


Quebec, and dated July 20, follow: 
My Dear Mr. Hays: 


"In what I said yesterday I did not 


go over the various Interpretations and 
reservations, because I thought that In 
our previous correspondence they wtrc 
sufficiently eiplilned. I think it wise, 
now that 1 have formulated them, after 
a good deal of thought, to take up my 
reasons in detail for suggesting them. 


"Speaking generally, I wish to em- 


phasize my conviction that the United 
Stales senate might well ratify 
the 


present treaty, without any reserva- 
tions or Interpretations. I am confi- 
dent that the actual operations of the 
treaty after ratification would bring 
about exactly the samo result as that 
which would be attained by the accept- 
ance of theso interpretations and res- 
ervation, out it seems to me to be the 
part of statesmen to recognize the exi- 
gencies, personal, partisan and politi- 
cal, of a situation In seeking to achieve 
real progress and reform. 


"The situation which confronts ua 


now In reference to the ratification of 
the treaty Is one created by very seri- 
ous mistakes of policy committed by 
Mr. Wilson. The partisan character of 
his administration during the war, to- 


g«th»r with his appeal lo his country- 
men to elect a democratic congress In 
,'ovember. 1918, created 
a condition 


ot personal ami political antagonism 
award him among republican leaders. 
;hlch-was shared by a majority of the 
American people. This was shown In 
the results of the election. 


"Notwithstanding this. Mr. Wilson 


lerslsted In continuing the same par- 
il»»n exclusion of republicans In deal. 
ng with ihe highly Important, mattei 
>f settling the results of the war. 
He 


.elected a commission In which the re- 
jubllcane had no representation and 11 
which there wore no prominent Amerl- 
:»n» ot any real experience and lead- 
:rshlp oj public opinion. With such a 
Jommisslon his unuuual course In go- 
ng abroad himself, as president, eieat- 
y emphasized the personal element In 
Ihe framing of. the treaty and Intonsl- 
led the general tendency to oppose 
mythlnsr that he might bring home. 
Because of his apparent wish lo dicta'e 
Ihe policy of the world and to monopo- 
lize the credit for It.

German newspapers of recent date. 


With reference to Germany's pro- 


spective trade with Mexico the:German 
Anzelger, which 
Is devoted 
to 
the 


chemical Industry, says: 
"In Munich 


there was formed in 1918 a German 
Mexican society composed of educated 
people. Tho purpose o£ this society is 
to disseminate information about Mex- 
ico; lend Impetus to the study of Span- 
ish; bring about the leaching of the 
German language and German kultur 
In Mexican schools;. Induce 
Mexican 


salesmen to visit Germany; and Induce 
Mexican youths to attend German unt- 
Tersltles. In March, 1919, a similar so- 
ciety was organized in Bavaria with .1 
charter membership of 200 persons. 


"In Renthlngen there has been Incor- 


porated the 'Almeco' founded by Indus- 
trial firms, the purpose of the organi- 
zation being to facilitate exchange of 
raw products and other commodities 
between the two countries. 


"Seventy-five per cenL of Mexico's 


•sports found their way to the United 
States which regards Mexico as Its 
warehouse. Of course those 
exports 


will now go to Germany. 
Our first 


duty Is to secure from Mexico large 
Imports of raw materials and not re- 
gard It as a dumping ground for Ger- 
man goods."

stove, sink, and mixing table for the 
hanging of much used utensils. 


Good casters on all movable 
furni- 


ture. 


A refrigerator 
raised

without stooping. If possible the Ice 
chamber of the 
refrigerator 
should 


open from the outside to permit put- 
ting in ice without entering tho kitch- 
en. 


A high stool, to permit

"Speaking generally, ! wish to em- 


phasize my conviction that the United 
States senate might well ratify 
the 


present Ireaty, without any reserva- 
tions or interpretations. I am confi- 
dent that the actual operations of the 
treaty after ratification would brine 
about exactly the same result as that 
which would be attained by the accept- 
ance ot these Interpretations and res- 
ervation, but It seems, to me to be the 
part of statesmen to recognize the exl- 
cencles, personal, partisan and politi- 
cal, of a situation In seeking to achieve 
real progress and reform. 


"The situation which confronts us 


now in reference to the ratification of 
the treaty is one created by very seri- 
ous mistakes of policy committed by 
Mr. Wilson. The partisan character of

however, it suited the demand of the 
Trench, so far as it went, and I believe 
it to he now the heart of the league 
in lending to unite the forces of the 
world In police duty to suppress wars 
of conquest.
